I can  be  your  contact  for  information  from  Region  8 along  with  Sarah  Bahrman  (acting  water 
director).  The  regional  EOC  is  located  now  in  Durango  CO  and  people  are  being  deployed  on  a 
rotating  basis.  Michael  Copeland  and  Lee  Hanley  are  part  of  the  regional  EOC  as  situational  unit 
leaders. 


Regarding  the  status  of  drinking  water  systems,  all  PWSs  in  Region  8,  including  Tribal,  are 
operational.  Durango  and  Glacier  Club  in  Colorado  have  closed  their  intakes  and  have  water 
available.  We  are  waiting  for  another  update  from  Colorado  now.  No  Tribal  systems  in  Region  8 
are  affected.  We  have  been  told  that  there  are  no  water  systems  in  Utah  that  will  be  impacted, 
as  there  are  none  that  obtain  surface  water  in  the  area  of  the  plume  at  this  time.  I will  pass  along 
additional  updates  from  Utah  and  Colorado  once  they  come  in.
